I'liiH will follow arllclea of tlic 
Meaty in Krenrh. and at the end will 
be another paragraph In Russian, 
oomplotlag tbe act of ratlScation, af- 
ter whiob will follow the emperor's 
signature, wbleb will be countersign 
ed by Foreign Minister I^amsdorff 
To this document will he affixed the 
seal of si. lie on wax. and will he In- 
closed in an esptclally made silver 
lase lo Insure its prot ci t Ion and pres- 
ervation.
